This talk about conscription in' 
England in order to raise recruits lor 
Lord Kitchener's army of invasion 
appearc to be stretched a-bit i£ the 
letter written .by George Moore, to 
his parents and relatives in Janes- 
ville from Wasop, England, can 
be 
believed. Mr. Moore is the only mem- 
ber of the family who now remains 
in England and he has been in tha 
police service for many years. While 
his letters have all been censored l;y 
the authorities and are few and far 
betweaii, it is known that he has been 
actively engaged by the government 
in drilling recruits, helping in the la- 
bor troubles and securing enlist- 
ments among the colliery men, with 
wh-»m he has worked for many years 
and who have confidence in him. 
While he has applied for active serv- 
ice several times, .as his last letter 
shows, it has been refused for he is 
doubtless too; valuable a man to be 
spared at the front while needed at 
home.

His letter is optimistic and gives 
an insight into the life in England dur- 
ing the present struggle. The letter, 
with personal references left out, is 
as follows:

I am very sorry I -was away when 
your !ast letter arrived on the 20th of 
September, but I have been away from 
Warsop for' ten days, and it was not 
forwarded to me because I was not 
sure of any address. It is the first I 
have received " from • any o£ you for 
months as for Fred two or three, I 
have- not had but two since he came 
out. I have, written twice, one pos- 
sibly would go down on the Arabic, 
but.I am. not sure as I did not notice 
the sailings, as they are not-made so 
public. I am still in the best of health, 
as I hope you all are. 1 expect you 
wonder why I am not in the army yet. 
I have applied three times, but have 
not been allowed to join, as some of 
us are still required at.home. I shall 
have lots to tell you -when -this lot is 
over, but it is no use telling you now 
as this letter will be censored, but you 
must not believe all you read in the 
German-controlled American papers. 
* * * I saw in the paper yesterday 
that .the body of one of your local doc- 
tors, who' was drowned in the .sinking 
of the Arabic, had been washed ashore 
the previous day, I forgot the name 
but he was from Janesville.

We have just received reports of a

I think i£ it had not been for 
the war, I should have been out be- 
fore now, but one cannot desert the 
old country at a time-like this.

WOMEN START TERM 


AT WAUPUN MONDAY 


Mrs. Green Only One to show Out- 


ward Signs 
of Grief as Huge 


Door Closed Behind Her. 


Seventeen months of penal 
servi- 
tude faced Grace Green, Louise Nel- 
son and Esther -Halcro, as they walk- 
ed into the little guard house door at 
the entrance of the state's prison at 
Waupun Monday morning, and in the 
afternoon they began the prison rou- 
tine. The trip to the state's prison 
was made without a mishap and as 
the three Rockford women passed in 
front of the stone walls which sur- 
round the penitentiary, .they wore 
heavy veils which shrouded their 
faces. 
• • . 


Just as the trio passed through the 
door which shuts, out liberty and free- 
dom, 
Mrs. Green could not withhold 
her grief and came near fainting. The 
other two showed no outward sign of 
their humiliation. After being, deliver- 
ed at the office at about ten o'clock 
the three were taken to the Bertillon 
room where they were photographed 
and measured as are all criminals. 
These records, including 
the finger 
prints, are recorded at Wuapun and 
the national bureau at Port Leaven- 
worth. At noon they, had their flrst 
meal in the prison and in the after- 
noon were given tostrnetions in the 
women's wfird. 
Before their arrival 
there were but thirty-seven women in- 
mates in -4he prison. They are 
not 
given the solitary 
confinement 
as 
named in the sentence, unless they 
vicJato a prison rule.

Counting good time off, the women 
will serve a few days less than sev- 
(cnteen months. 
After their release 


I they are still liable for release, as 
I warra.nts are in the authorities' hands 
for offenses alleged to have been com- 
mitted at.Beloit.

MAY GET STATE AID 


Some Sixty or More Young 
Women 


Are Entitled to Additional Pay 


If They Meet Require- 


ments. 


County Superintendent, of Schools 
O. D. Antisdel has received blank ap- 
plications for special - state aid for 
school teachers of the county who 
teach in schools outside of any incor- 
porated city or village, which Is grant- 
ed in case they meet the necessary 
requirements, the first of which is 
being retained for more than one 
year inline same district. 
According to Mr. Antisdel there-are 
some sixty teachers in Rock county 
who can. fulfill the first requirement, 
and blanks will be sent to them at 
once. The teacher-fills out one side 
of the blank with information as to- 
her term of service during the last 
four years and returns the blank to 
the county superintendent, who, be- 
bre the close of the year, inspects the 
teacher's school and work, and an- 
swers a list of some seventeeen ques- 
tions regarding the applicant's teach- 
ing ability and other attributes as a 
successful teacher. 
The application 
then goes to the state superintend- 
ent's office. 
" . ' • • ' • 
For teachers who are retained for 
one year, state aid amounts to $2 per 
month; for1 teachers retained a sec- 
ond year, the state aid is $4 a month;! 
and for those retained a third year or 
more, the amount is $8 per month. 
The questions which the county su- 
perintendent must answer in regard 
to. the applicants include the teach- 
er's ability- as a housekeeper, in re- 
gard to the cleanliness of the school- 
room..her success in preserving.good 
order, in remedying defects in school 
.equipment, in keeping the childrisn 
employed;

SEED CORN SCARCITY 


SERIOUS FOR STATE 


Farmers Urged to Save Best Ears and 


Cure Them Carefully That Work 


of Years May Not Be 


Lost. 


The seed corn situation in Wiscon- 


sin at the-present time is exceedingly 
serious. .Unless every effort is made 
now to save for seed the corn which 
i- sufficiently matured there is grave 
danger that 
much 
of the 'years of 


-,rork in breeding strains adapted to 
'-.consin conditions will be undone. 
«eports from various sections of the 


. show that many are of the opin- 


j 
.iiat there is little or no corn this 


> . . which 'is worth saving for seed. 
it t:iis were the case it would mean 
iliat some wonderfully productive early 
ripening strains which have been de- 
veloped in Wisconsin would be lost 
and that growers 9f the state would 
1 ave to begin again where they did 
thirteen or fourteen years ago. 
By the aid of the Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station, growers in various sec- 
tions of the state have acclimated to 
their districts and to their various 
types of soil, varieties which produce 
better and ripen better in the respect- 
ive sections than any other 
strains 
which could be obtained. A summer 
of unprecedented weather, with an un- 
usual amount of rainfall and abnormal 
temperatures, has 
kept even these 
especially adapted varieties from ma- 
turing as in former years. 
Happily, however, according to ag- 
ronomists at the 
College of Agricul- 
ture, a sufficient amount of various 
varieties has matured and with some 
extra effort may be gathered, cured, 
and stored ready for next spring's 
planting. 


They are now advising farmers who 
have corn which has 
reached 
the 
denting or the latter part of the dough 
stage to select either from shock or 
standing1 corn ).he ears which are fully 
dented and ripened. 
H is very important, as indicated by 
a series of experiments conducted a 
few years ago by Commissioner of Ag- 
. riculture C. P. Norword, that seed ears 
be secured as early as possible and 
thoroughly dried 
immediately after 
being husked. Selected ears may be 
dried temporarily in well ventilated 
sheds where the ears are hung separ- 
ately and are protected from frosts. 
A much better way, the station agrono- 
mists say, is to bang the ears, prop- 
erly separated, in a regular seed dry- 
ing room provided with good ventila- 
tion and some artificial heat. 


"The 
importance of separating each 
ear from its neighbor and keeping 
them properly ventilated cannot be 
emphasized too strongly, and if in ad- 
dition, artificial heat nan be provided 
the most perfect conditions • are sup- 
plied.'.. Hanging seed corn around the 
kitchen 
stove where 
but a small 
amount is to be cured is probably as 
good a method as any. 
"Farmers who have supplies of corn 
sufficiently matured for seed will find 
it. highly profitable to cure well their 
supplies. Seed corn prices are sure to 
be high next spring." .

underhand methods of systematically 
undermining the acts of the official 
who only did his duty. So it goes in 
our home affairs and in national af- 
fairs it is the same.. Disgruntled poli-, 
tlcians seek any excuse to accuse the | 
persons successful in securing a cov-l 
eted position or appointment, with all' 
sorts of misdeeds and 
even taking 


their' complaints to the powers that 
be above in 
the hope of revenge.

Numerous calls, by 
telephone and otherwise, by person 
and messenger, are received daily in 
the news room seeking to gain the 
only commodity a newspaper has to 
sell — its space — free 
of charge, for 


this reason or 
that. 
Recently the 


various churches of the city held spe- 
cial services on the Sabbath evening. 
All were given due prominence as of 
public interest, and while they were 
not all placed upon one page or in 
the most important part of the paper 
perhaps, they appeared in print. Yet 
even with this free notice complaint 
was hcerd that 
this church or that 


church obtained a better notice of 
their services than some other. H 
may sound brutal to put it in cold 
print, but the church announcements 
are really advertising pure and sim- 
ple. 
In many cities they have been 


considered so and in some localities 
various churches have realized the 
fact and made appropriations to earn- 
on an advertising campaign the same 
as mercantile businesses do to attract 
persons to their churches. There are 
a hundred well known concerns sell- 
ing manufactured articles who employ- 
able corps of news writers whose oc- 
cupation consists of seeking to delude 
the unwary newspapers of the coun- 
try into exploiting their various wares 
free of charge.

Days and a dozen other similar catch 
phrases have originated to attract the 
public.

Magnates, 
of 


course-, are touchy on such subjects 
and actual figures are not obtainable, 
all ol' which, however, doesn't niter 
tho fact that they didn't spend any 
fortunes for oil to keep their turn- 
stiles from getting hot boxes. 
A close race saved the National 
league from probably the worst sen- 
son in its history. Never in history 
were eight clubs In the race after July 
ns they were this year. Yet, not-

and Chicago—lost money if the truth 
were known. 


Profits Thin.

WILL ADOPT MEANS 
TO PREVENT PEERAGES 


BECOMING EXTINCT 


London, Oct. 26.—Means are to be 
adopted to prevent peerages from be- 
coming extinct in cases where the 
only male heir has given his life to 
his country. 
In the ordinary course, 
succession to a peerage is limited to 
direct male descendants of the last 
or of a former holder 
of the title, 
daughters being excluded. 
But 
by 
"special remainder," as the. provision 
IB called, the nearest of- other male 
re'*iiv%s will now be given the title. 
There are now at least 200 .heira 
to peerages in the army and navy, and 


a number have already, fallen. Amonj 
the dead are Lord Wendover, the sole 
heir of the Marquis of Lincolnshire 
Captain Bigge, who was the only son 
and heir of Lord Stamfordham, the 
King's private secretary, and the Hon. 
Cladue Meysey-Thompson, the sole 
heir of Knaresborough. Lord Rlbbes- 
dale Is among those who have lost an 
only son in action, but he has grand- 
sons by his daughters. 
Titles are allowed to descend by the 
female line by special remainder in a. 
number of existing cases, notably in 
the case of Lord Roberts, whose only 
male heir was killed in the Boer War. 
Of -course, there are no lack of direct 
male heirs of former title holders in 
case of the historic peerages, but the 
recently bestowed tides lack this ad- 
vantage. 
Lord Kitchener's heir is, by specia)\5i< 
remainder, his elder brother, Col. H M 
E. C. Kitchener. 
Lord Strathcona's 
title passed to his daughter, the Baro- 
ness Strathcona. -'

Is An Important Position 


V/ashington, D. C., Oct. 26.—"Nish, 


HIP third national capital to be aban- 
doned before the necessities of war, 
JH one of the ancient nuclei of the 
Servian nation," says a primer on war 
geography Just given out by the Na- 
tional Geographic Society.

been the heart of things Servian in 
the Balkan peninsula since the days 
when the Slav people

Niah has been serving as the 
Servian capital, practically, since the 
outbreak of the war. 
"The ancient city, once a prominent 


Knnian 
stronghold, lies about 130 


miles southeast of Belgrade, In the 
.Morava valley, through 
which 
the 


chief [European way to Constantinople 
runs. It is only about 40 miles west 
of the Bulgarian frontier, and Ifl de- 
fended on every hand by a complex 
of rugged, lesser mountains. It 
Is 
Servla's second city, only surpassed 
in strategic and commercial import- 
ance by Belgrade upon the Danube. 
Owing to its position it dominates 
the way from Europe to the Orient, in 
war times as a fortress, in peace time 
as merchant, city able to exact n toll 
upon strong currents of passing trade. 
Of its importance to the Servians, It 
might also be said, that Nish and Bel- 
grade complete town life in this king- 
dom/and that all the rest Is rural. 
"Many of the principal roads of the 
Balkans converge here, 
while 
the 
path of (ho Oriental Express, the ex- 
press through from Pnrts, Munich and 
Vienna 
to Constantinople, 
passes 
through its gnt.es. 
Also, a branch 
railway goes from here to the thriv- 


ing seaport of. Salonihi, and thence to 
Athens. 
Thus, the little place has 
not been so far out of the world, as 
Its centuries of nameleas obscurity 
might lead one to suppose. 
"The hills around the city 
have 
been stron'gly fortified with modern 
earthworks. The frontier toward Bul- 
garia is one difficult of invasion, and 
the defensive works of t.he city com- 
mand the valley approaches from the 
north auel south. The Servian rail- 
ways are administered from Nish, and 
here tho railway has its factory for 
the repair of rolling stock, its stores 
of supplies, nnd central offices for op- 
eration. The city has an iron works 
of some Importance. 
•"In time of peace the king and the 
government make Nish headquarters 
for three months each year,. where, 
before the constitution of 1901, 
the 
National Assembly held its meetings. 
The Turks were driven from the city 
during the uprising of 1878. Before 
the present war the city had-a popula- 
tion of about 25,000 and was rapidly 
assuming a modern character. 
"It was under the walls of Nish, 
ancient Nalsssus, that the Emperor 
Claudieus destroyed an army' of In- 
vading Goths in A. D. 269. It 
was 
here also—which adds still more to 
the glories of the place—that the em- 
peror Constantino the Great was born 
in A. D. 274. Nish was destroyed by 
Attlla and his Huns in the fifth cen- 
tury, and in the ninth century the Bul- 
garians became Its masters. 
The 
Hungarians and the Byzantines pos- 
sessed it In turn in the eleventh cen- 
tury, and next it fell into the'hands' 
of the Servians, who entertained the 
German emperor, Frederic Barbaressa 
and his crusaders in the city. -Fred- 
eric marched over the course that his 
nation is marching over;today. 
In 


14SG the historic city's !ight:went out, 
for it fell then definitely under Turk- 
ish rule and remained a part of the 
Ottoman empire for 300 years."

tion! For the Allies.—Produces 


Food For the Soldiers. 


[BY ASSOCIATED CTtK«».J 


Dublin, Ireland, Oct. 26.—Ireland is 
now at work on a large scale In the 
manufacture of munitions of war. 
For several years past< there has 
been only one large Irish factory of 
war material, Kynoch's 
In 
County 
Wioklow. It Is an off-shoot of the Bir- 
minffham firm of which Arthur Cham- 
berlain, brother of the famous Eng- 
lish statesman, was the head. But the 
necessities of the war have in Ireland, 
as In England turned other trades 
into the munition business. When tho 
demand was made in Great Britain 
for a great extension of the manufac- 
ture of all sorts or war materials, Mr. 
Redinand saw to it that Ireland should 
have a share In the scheme., Repre- 
sentatives of Mr. Lloyd George's new 
department came over to Ireland and 
got into touch with leading business 
men in Dublin and 
throughout the 
country. The Dublin Chamber of Com- 
merce gave 
active assistance and 
formed a special munitions commit- 
tee.The work is now well in hand and 
no less than 170 firms in Ireland are 
engaged in it. Large orders have, been 
placed in Dublin, and one firm has 
got an order for 
20,000 pounds, a 
small .figure on the Ktiieral scale of 
this war, 'but n. good deal of money 
for a city where employment is scarco 
and 
Industry backward. Mr. Lloyd 
George has established in Dublin a 
branch office which Is expected to en- 
sure not only the execution of war 
contracts, but a continuance of govern- 
ment work after the war. A central 
arsenal is 
being 
constructed 
and 


equipped with special machinery. Ev- 
ery available machine Is being press- 
ed into the service, even those used 
in the City 
of 
Dublin 
Technical 
Schools for the training of pupils. The 
employes at the new. works are to be 
divided into five classes, skilled and 
unskilled men, skilled and unskilled 
women and auxiliaries, who will work 
at times when the regular hands are 
resting as at week ends. Employment 
is not to be restricted to men outside 
military age, the idea being that the 
munitions worker is as useful as the 
soldier. 


Work In' Cities. 


•Belfast, whose main activity in the 
war interest has been the Increase In 
the output of shipping from Its fam- 
ous yards, has also gone seriously in- 
to the munitions business. Cork and 
Limerick, and even some of the small- 
er towns throughout the country are 
also employing all the machinery they 
can command In making shells or 
parts of shells. 
' Munitions are not the only branch 
of war trade of which Ireland has de- 
manded and reclved a share. 
Some 
of the textile factories have had good 
orders for clothing materials. Ireland 
never .has in the past secured a fair 
shave of government expenditure, and 
nt the beginning of the war was great- 
ly hampered in competing for 
con- 
tracts liy the fact that the depots for 
examining and receiving goods were 
in London. Agitation, however, led 10 
t.he establishment of a depot In Dub- 
lin whf.-re certain classes of goods of 
Irish manufacture arn dealt with. But 
there are still restrictions limiting the 
classes of goods, and an effort is be- 
ing imnde to widen the utility of tho 
depot by admitting .to It all the goods 
produced in Ireland which are requir- 
ed for military and other government 
services. 


Food Munitions, 


Ireland's chief industry is and must 


remain agriculture, and one -ofr.the. 
moist indispensable of war munitions 
is food. A vigorous campaign has 
been instituted 
under Government 
auspices to increase 'the .output 
of 
food products in Ireland.1 She.used to 
be told that her-function'was to be .the' 
fruitful mother of- flocks, and herds, 
.Now the cry is all for tillage. 
The 
difficulty is that the grazing ranch 
system which belongs to the, old the- 
ory has, not been:abolished;.'and the: 
people have not complete access to 
the land. 
They are puzzled- by the 
two voices with which they are ad; 
dressed on their duty in the war. On 
the one hand they are told that.it is 
the duty of the farmers to enlist, that 
. the state has done a good deal for the 
Irish farmer and that his time has 
come to show his gratitude by should- 
ering a rifle in the new armies. Com- 
ment it freely made on the fact that 
the farmers and the 
farmers' sons 
have not enlisted in.the same propor- 
tion as other classes. The' complaint 
is true as regards farmers of all parts 
of Ireland and,of 
all 
parties 
and 
creeds. It is true of English farmers 
as well. But now there is the new 
campaign for increased food produc- 
tion which cannot be worked if the. 
men leave the land for the armies. 
So tho recruiting sergeant and. the 
government agriculturists are getting 
in «BCh other's'way. 
That. there Is room for a consider- 
able development of Irish agriculture 
is evident from the fact that, accord- 
ing to the statistics given'by the head- 
er the Agricultural Department, Ire- 
land actually imports an annual ave- 
rage of sixteen million pounds worth 
of foodstuffs whlcli could easily be re- 
placed by home s:rown articles. He 
has 'pointed out, that if Germany -had 
tilled as little of her,soil as Ireland 
she would have been exhausted in six- 
months. 
German tills sixty-five per 
cent, of her arable land, whereas, he 
says,. Ireland tills only sixteen. The 
inevitable topic of the American Ex- 
change and the balance of trade crops 
even up here, and the Irish farmer is 
appealed to by the Agriculture minis- 
'«r to help keep down the price of th> 
dollar uy imnortmg less 
American 


food, and producing more of his own.
